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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 2, 5-8, 10-14, 17 and 19-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
directed toward a battery having an adhesive resin layer between a positive electrode and a 
negative electrode wherein the adhesive layer is joined directly to both electrodes. The adhesive 
resin layer consists of one layer and contains an adhesive resin and a filler wherein the resin is 
polyvinylidene fluoride homopolymer or polyvinyl alcohol. The adhesive resin and filler have 
the weight ratio, average particle size and peel strength as recited in claim 1 . The prior art does 
not teaches the claimed resin and filler of the adhesive resin layer having the recited weight ratio, 
average particle size and peel strength. Note interview summary of 1/9/04.
